CHAPTER 327.

AN ACT to amend section &, of chapter 159, of the laws of Wis-
consin, for the year 1852, incorporating the Milwaukee Gas
Light Company. '

The people of the Stale of Wisconsin, represented in Senale and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTiON 1. Section 4, of chapter 159, of the laws of Wiscon-
sin for the year 1852, is amended to read: Section 4. The said
company shall have power and full * * * authority to man-
ufacture, make and sell gas to be made from any and all the
substanees or a combination thereof, from which inflammable gas
is obtained, for the purpose of lighing the city of Milwaukee, or
the streets thereof, or any buildings, manufactories, public places
or houses therein contained, and to erect all necessary works and
apparatus, and to lay pipes for the purpose of conducting the
gas in any of the streets, avenues, commons, lanes or alleys in
said eity; provided, that no permanent injury shall be done to
any street, highway, lane or alley in said city, agreeably to the
terms and conditions of a contract now existing between the city
of Milwaukee and John Lockwood, entered into on the sixth day
of June, A. D. 185], a certified copy of which contraet shall be
placed on file in the office of the secretary of state. I¢ being the
purpose hereof to repeal the exclusive nature of the above grant
and of all amendments thereto.

SectioN 2. All acts or parts of acts in conflict with this act
are hereby repealed.

SectioN 3. This act shall take effect and be in foree from and
after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 328.

AN ACT to create section 86 of the statutes, providing remedy,
for recount of ballots and correction of errors, and irregulari-
ties by inspectors and boards of canvassers at primaries and
elections.

SectioN 1. There is added to the statute a new secction to
read: Section 86. 1. Whenever any candidate, voted for at
any primary or election, shall, on or before the last day of the
